METAMORPHOSIS 


“To  paraphrase  Mark  Twain,  reports  of  our  demise 
are  an  exaggeration,”  says  William  T.  Speck,  MD, 
President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital.  Granted,  Presbyterian  did  come 
perilously  close  to  the  financial  abyss  a few  years  back. 
But  it  also  rebounded  with  remarkable  speed.  In  1995, 
for  example,  the  Hospital  posted  a virtually  balanced 
budget,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  discharges,  a 
reduction  in  average  length  of  stay,  and  a high  occu- 
pancy rate,  to  list  just  a few  indices  of  the  institution’s 
stability. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  tremendous  challenges  ahead, 
including  further  erosion  of  support  for  academic  med- 
icine and  a Darwinian  race  toward  market-driven 
health  care. 

Still,  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  not  facing  extinc- 
tion. It  is,  however,  facing  transformation. 

Creating  a regional  integrated  network 

Presbyterian  is  in  the  midst  of  the  most  radical  meta- 
morphosis in  its  128-year  history,  surpassing  even  its 
historic  alliance  with  Columbia  University’s  College  of 
Physicians  & Surgeons,  a union  that  created  the 
nation’s  first  medical  center.  Now,  the  Hospital  is 
forming  a new  alliance,  a union  of  tertiary  and  com- 
munity hospitals,  community-based  practices  and  out- 
patient facilities,  physician  networks,  home-care  agen- 
cies, long-term-care  facilities,  and  freestanding  diagnos- 
tic sites.  Importantly,  this  alliance  is  not  a patchwork 
quilt  of  providers,  rather  a regional  integrated  health- 
care network  — a continuum  of  care  from  checkups 
and  vaccinations  to  hip  replacements  and  heart  trans- 
plants. In  the  tight-fisted  era  of  managed  care,  this 
network-in-progress  is  already  an  attractive  package  to 
third-party  payers,  both  public  and  private. 

But  there  is  more  to  the  story  of  Presbyterian’s  meta- 
morphosis. By  assembling  this  network,  the  Hospital 
and  its  multifarious  partners  intend  to  create  and  mar- 
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ket  a comprehensive  and  competitive  health-insurance 
product  directly  to  employers  and  consumers  in  the 
metropolitan  area.  “Profits”  from  this  novel  venture 
will  go,  not  to  the  insurance  “middleman”  or  to  stock- 
holders of  a for-profit  managed-care  entity,  but  toward 
graduate  medical  education,  clinical  research,  and  care 
of  the  uninsured,  maintaining  Presbyterian’s  historic 
academic  and  philanthropic  missions. 

Entering  the  health-care  business 

One  might  legitimately  ask:  Why  is  Presbyterian,  a 
world-renowned  tertiary-care  hospital,  behaving  like  a 
business,  with  marketing  plans  and  insurance  prod- 
ucts? Actually,  Presbyterian  has  little  choice.  The  days 
of  the  stand-alone  teaching  hospital,  focused  exclusive- 
ly on  research,  education,  and  patient  care,  are  over. 

“In  the  1950s,  the  railroad  industry  found  itself  at  a 
turning  point,”  explains  Dr.  Speck.  “Many  companies 
failed  because  they  thought  they  were  in  the  railroad 
business  — moving  trains  from  point  A to  point  B. 
Those  that  survived  did  so  because  they  realized  they 
were  in  the  transportation  business  — moving  people 
and  goods,  in  other  words,  providing  a service. 
Similarly,  today  I see  many  health-care  institutions 
struggling  or  even  closing  because  they  view  themselves 
as  working  in  the  hospital  business,  as  simple  providers 
of  care.  Only  those  who  recognize  that  they  are  in  the 
health-care  business  will  survive.  Today,  these  busi- 
nesses must  provide  state-of-the-art  care  at  all  levels  — 
primary  through  tertiary  — care  that  is  coordinated 
and  easily  accessible,  care  that  is  compassionate  and 
sensitive  to  community  needs,  and  care  that  is  cost- 
effective  and  affordable.” 

It’s  not  surprising  that  health-care  industry  watchers 
thought  that  Presbyterian  would  not  be  among  the  sur- 
vivors in  the  managed-care  era.  In  1993,  the  Hospital 
posted  a deficit  of  $22.5  million.  In  the  following 
years,  revenues  fell  precipitously  as  third-party  payers 


began  diverting  patients  to  lower-cost  providers.  And 
New  York  State  started  revising  reimbursement  formu- 
las, reducing  the  monies  it  gave  teaching  hospitals  to 
underwrite  the  considerable  cost  of  graduate  medical 
education  and  research.  Cuts  in  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  posed  a substantial  threat  to  Presbyterian, 
which  has  a larger  percentage  of  patients  in  these  gov- 
ernment programs  than  any  other  major  teaching  hos- 
pital in  the  state.  (In  1995  alone,  these  reductions  cost 
the  Hospital  $16  million.) 

Re-inventing  the  Hospital 

Facing  possible  extinction,  Presbyterian  began  to  trans- 
form itself.  In  three  years,  it  cut  operating  expenses  by 
$100  million,  reducing  its  deficit  to  $1.9  million.  In 
the  last  few  years,  the  Hospital  has: 

■ modernized  its  inpatient  and  outpatient  billing  sys- 
tems; 

■ created  a state-of-the-art  medical  information  system 
allowing  online  access  to  all  laboratory  and  radiology 
data; 

■ begun  installing  a cost-accounting  and  physician 
order  entry  system; 

■ organized  its  hospital-based  physicians  into  a practice 
organization  (the  Columbia-Presbyterian  Physician 
Network)  and  its  local  community-based  primary- 
care  providers  into  a physician  hospital  organization; 

■ expanded  its  community  practice  sites  in  Washington 
Heights— Inwood; 

■ established  a major  practice  site  in  midtown 
Manhattan  (Columbia-Presbyterian/Eastside); 

■ opened  an  Office  of  Managed  Care,  which  to  date 
has  negotiated  contracts  with  19  insurance  compa- 
nies; 

■ become  a provider  for  and  investor  in  First  Option,  a 
provider-owned  HMO; 

■ signed  affiliation  agreements  with  community  hospi- 
tals throughout  the  tri-state  area. 


Local  integrated  networks 

The  last  item  in  this  list  of  accomplishments  — affilia- 
tions with  community  hospitals  — is  the  key  to  creat- 
ing a regional  integrated  network  and  a marketable 
insurance  product.  By  the  end  of  1995,  Presbyterian 
had  eight  affiliates  in  Westchester,  Rockland,  Orange, 
and  Nassau  Counties  in  New  York,  Bergen  County  in 
New  Jersey,  and  Litchfield  County  in  Connecticut. 
More  hospitals  are  expected  to  officially  join  the  net- 
work in  early  1996.  “I  could  see  us  ending  up  with  25 
to  30  affiliates  in  the  next  few  years,”  says  Marc  Lory, 
Chief  Operating  Officer  and  President  of  the  Regional 
System  at  Presbyterian.  “In  order  to  have  a competi- 
tive insurance  product,  the  network  has  to  be  of  high 
quality  and  low  cost,  with  wide  geographic  distribu- 
tion. Ultimately,  we  want  to  be  able  to  say  to  an 
employer,  ‘We  have  a hospital  or  a physician  within 
ten  minutes  of  every  one  of  your  employees.’” 

It’s  important  to  note  that  the  Hospital  is  not  mere- 
ly amassing  a collection  of  community  hospitals  and 
lending  them  the  Presbyterian  name.  The  idea  is  to 
create  a true  regional  network  that  coordinates  the 
activities  of  a group  of  local  integrated  networks  — 
strategically  located,  low-cost  community  hospitals 
with  a capacity  to  deliver  after  care,  home  care  and 
long-term  care,  and  a tertiary  center  with  a comple- 
ment of  specialty  providers.  Although  Presbyterian 
would  serve  as  the  main  tertiary  provider,  it  would  also 
function  as  a local  network  itself,  using  its  community 
hospital  (The  Allen  Pavilion),  its  six  Ambulatory  Care 
Network  Corporation  (ACNC)  sites  and  other  prima- 
ry-care practices  to  manage  the  health  needs  of  area 
residents. 

A critical  feature  of  the  network  is  that  it  will  be 
integrated.  To  contain  costs,  the  network  must  deliver 
as  much  care  as  possible  in  the  lower-cost  facilities,  and 
limit  the  use  of  the  expensive  tertiary  facility  to  high- 
tech  and  specialty  care  that  can  be  found  nowhere  else. 
In  this  scenario,  Mr.  Lory  explains,  a patient  needing  a 
heart  transplant  would  receive  preoperative  care  and 
testing  in  the  community  hospital  near  her  home,  and 
then  undergo  the  transplant  at  Presbyterian.  Once  she 
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is  stabilized,  she  would  return  to  the  local  facility  for 
postoperative  care  and  rehabilitation.  “The  total  cost 
of  treatment  for  the  full  course  of  the  disease  will  be 
less  tomorrow  that  it  is  today,”  says  Mr.  Lory. 

Revenues  would  be  distributed  to  all  of  the  providers 
involved,  according  to  predetermined  formulas. 

Nine  stories 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  only  beginning  to  explore 
the  possibilities  of  its  affiliations  with  community  hos- 
pitals. However,  these  relationships  are  already  rich 
and  rewarding,  as  illustrated  by  the  stories  on  these 
pages,  snapshots  of  the  myriad  ways  in  which  a teach- 
ing hospital  can  work  hand-in-hand  with  a community 
hospital. 

At  New  Milford  Hospital  in  Connecticut, 
Presbyterian  is  helping  to  broaden  an  outpatient  cancer 
center,  which  will  include  opportunities  for  patients  to 
participate  in  clinical  research  trials.  Closer  to  home, 
in  Westchester  County,  Lawrence  Hospital  launched  a 
program  in  teleradiology,  allowing  the  near-instanta- 
neous transmission  of  images  to  Presbyterian  for  expert 
radiology  consultations.  Another  Westchester  affiliate, 
White  Plains  Hospital,  showed  that  health  care  is  not 
all  business  by  bringing  a fatally  ill  Russian  girl  to  the 
United  States  for  heart  surgery,  which  was  performed 
at  Presbyterian’s  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital.  When  a 
heart  patient  at  Valley  Hospital  in  Ridgewood,  N.J., 
took  a turn  for  the  worse,  cardiologists  there  called 
upon  their  Presbyterian  counterparts  to  ensure  that  the 
patient  was  put  on  a heart-assist  device,  a life-saving 
bridge  to  a transplant.  Doctors  at  Horton  Medical 
Center  in  Middletown,  N.Y.,  also  called  on 
Presbyterian’s  expertise  to  help  with  a delicate  bowel 
resection  and  difficult  wound-management  problem. 

At  Nyack  Hospital  in  Rockland  County,  the  two  insti- 
tutions are  drawing  up  plans  for  a residency  program 
in  pediatrics.  At  another  Rockland  affiliate,  Helen 
Hayes  Hospital,  physicians  and  researchers  from  the 
two  institutions  cooperated  on  clinical  care  and 
research  in  pediatric  spinal  deformities.  Joint  clinical 
research  is  also  in  progress  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  in 


Roslyn,  N.Y.,  where  cardiologists  are  conducting  trials 
to  explore  factors  in  the  development  of  heart  disease. 
At  affiliate-to-be  Holy  Name  Hospital  in  Teaneck, 

N.J.,  doctors  collaborated  with  Presbyterian  physicians 
to  resolve  a difficult  pain-management  case. 

Accompanying  these  stories  is  a timeline  of  events 
that  transpired  at  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1995. 

The  Possibilities 

The  Columbia-Presbyterian  Regional  Integrated 
Network  is  still  in  its  formative  stages,  so  predicting  its 
ultimate  size  and  shape  is  difficult.  Indeed,  as  this 
report  goes  to  press,  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  hold- 
ing talks  with  a number  of  area  hospitals,  which  could 
significantly  expand  the  breadth  and  depth  of  the 
Network. 

New  York’s  health-care  industry  as  a whole  is  likely 
to  remain  in  flux  for  another  five  years,  according  to 
Marc  Lory.  “Will  all  the  major  academic  centers  exist 
at  that  point?”  he  asks.  “Probably  not.  We’d  like  to 
make  sure  that  we’re  one  of  the  survivors.  With  the 
leadership  in  place  at  the  Hospital  and  at  the  medical 
school,  and  with  the  help  of  our  affiliates,  we’re  confi- 
dent that  will  happen.”

AS  THE  MILLENNIUM  APPROACHES,  it  is  painfully  clear 
that  health  care  is  a business.  But  it  is  not  rf// business,  at  least 
not  at  The  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Despite  huge  financial  chal- 
lenges, including  unprecedented  cutbacks  in  government  reim- 
bursements, the  Hospital  somehow  finds  the  wherewithal  each 
year  to  deliver  millions  of  dollars  of  uncompensated  care  to  the 
poor  and  uninsured,  mostly  in  the  local  community. 

Nineteen-ninety-five  was  no  different.  One  notable  example 
was  the  case  of  Millie  and  Lucy,  conjoined  (Siamese)  twins  from 
the  Dominican  Republic,  the  second  set  of  such  twins  the 
Hospital  has  treated  in  three  years.  Pressed  by  televisions  “48 
Hours”  to  justify  these  million-dollar  outlays,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  President  William  Speck,  MD,  replied,  “Society  is 
judged  on  what  it  does  for  the  very  young  and  very  old,  and 
hospitals  should  be  judged  the  same  way.  We’re  not  in  the 
business  of  taking  [in]  sick  children  from  around  the  world 
who  don’t  have  medical  care...  But  if  we  can  provide  a unique 
service  ...  which  is  lifesaving,  we  will  do  it.” 

Another  notable  patient  in  1995  was  Victoria  Maltseva,  a 
five-year-old  from  Russia  with  an  unusual  and  deadly  congenital 
heart  defect  called  Tetralogy  of  Fallot.  The  condition  is  treatable 
through  surgery.  But  in  post-Cold  War  Russia,  short  of 
resources  and  relevant  expertise,  the  young  girl’s  chances  of  get- 
ting help  were  slim. 

Victoria’s  story  begins  in  Siberia,  where  Louis  Fox,  an  execu- 
tive with  Gerald  Metals,  Inc.,  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  was  enjoying 
a swim  in  Lake  Baikal.  Chatting  with  a Russian  business  associ- 
ate, Mr.  Fox  learned  of  Victoria’s  plight  and  promised  to  help. 
He  contacted  his  friend  and  physician,  Arnold  Abrams,  MD,  a 
cardiologist  at  White  Plains  Hospital  Center.  “This  defect 
results  in  death  in  early  adolescence  without  surgery,”  says  the 
doctor.  “I  was  happy  to  help.” 

Back  in  the  U.S.,  Dr.  Abrams  set  things  in  motion,  arranging 
for  free  x-rays  and  other  diagnostic  tests  at  White  Plains 
Hospital  Center,  a 300-bed  community  hospital  in  Westchester 
County,  N.Y.  Aware  that  only  a handful  of  surgeons  are  capable 
of  treating  Tetralogy  of  Fallot,  Dr.  Abrams  sought  the  help  of 
specialists  at  White  Plains’  affiliate,  The  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
David  Solowiejczyk,  MD,  a pediatric  cardiologist,  and  Jan 
Quaegebeur,  MD,  Director  of  Pediatric  Cardiac  Surgery  at 
Babies  & Children’s  Hospital,  agreed  to  take  the  case. 

By  the  time  Victoria  and  her  mother  arrived  in  New  York  in 
mid-September,  everything  was  in  place  for  the  surgery  to  pro- 
ceed. To  lift  her  spirits,  Victoria  was  first  treated  by  local  mer- 
chants to  a shopping  spree  at  a mall  just  a few  blocks  from 
White  Plains  Hospital  Center.  Among  her  spoils  were  a Barbie 
doll,  Lego  building  blocks,  jeans,  and  slippers.  Next,  the  young 
girl  was  evaluated  by  White  Plains’  Diagnostic  Cardiology 
Department. 
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From  the  tests,  it  was  clear  that  Victoria’s  heart  was  danger- 
ously defective.  A classic  presentation  of  Tetralogy  of  Fallot, 
there  were  four  major  flaws,  including  an  opening  between  the 
right  and  left  ventricles  and  a displaced  aorta.  All  told,  the  flaws 
were  depriving  her  body  of  oxygenated  blood,  causing  fainting 
spells  and  shortness  of  breath.  Left  untreated,  she  would  proba- 
bly suffer  a crippling  stroke.  Eventually,  her  overworked  heart 
would  thicken  and  fail. 

Newborns  with  Tetralogy  of  Fallot  (and  other  heart  defects 
that  rob  the  blood  of  oxygen)  have  a bluish  tinge  to  their  skin  — 
hence  the  term  "blue  babies.”  Victoria,  too,  was  colored  by  her 
disease.  Her  skin  was  ghostly  white,  her  lips  and  nails  tinged 
with  blue. 

Early  on  a crisp  mid-September  morning,  about  a dozen  doc- 
tors, nurses,  and  technicians  in  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital 
prepped  for  an  intricate  operation  that  would  last  four  hours. 

Dr.  Quaegebeur,  world-renowned  for  the  repair  of  Tetralogy  of 
Fallot,  was  optimistic  about  the  outcome:  “It’s  a big  operation, 
yes.  But  the  chances  for  having  a good  result  in  a child  with  her 
anatomy  are  pretty 
good.” 

An  hour  into  the 
operation,  the  surgeons 
stopped  Victoria’s  heart 
and  placed  her  on  a 
heart-lung  machine. 

Now,  the  repairs  could 
begin.  First,  Dr. 

Quaegebeur  closed  a 
quarter-sized  hole 
between  the  ventricles,  sewing  a Gore-Tex  patch  into  the  gap. 
Then  he  expanded  the  narrowed  pulmonary  valve  outlet,  allow- 
ing more  blood  to  get  to  the  lungs.  Finally,  the  main  artery  to 
the  lung  was  enlarged,  using  some  of  Victoria’s  own  tissue. 

When  the  heart-lung  support  was  turned  off,  Victoria’s  heart 
jumped  to  life,  powerfully  pumping  blood  through  her  body. 

The  surgery  was  a success. 

Within  a week,  Victoria  looked  like  any  other  five-year-old, 
pink-cheeked  and  eager  to  get  outside  and  play.  Through  an 
interpreter,  she  proclaimed,  “I’m  the  most  healthy  little  girl  in 
the  world.” 

Dr.  Quaegebeur  expects  that  she  will  lead  a normal  life.  She 
may  not  be  a marathoner,  he  says,  but  her  heart  will  be  up  to 
almost  anything  else. 

Victoria  and  her  mom  returned  to  Westchester  to  recuperate 
at  the  home  of  Dr.  Abrams,  and  then  to  their  home  in  Russia. 

At  Presbyterian,  Dr.  Quaegebeur  and  his  team  returned  to 
their  usual  busy  O.R.  routine.

AS  A RESIDENT  IN  RADIOLOGY  at  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  Susan  Cushin,  MD,  was  taught  to  consult  with  her 
senior  colleagues  whenever  she  had  the  slightest  doubt  about  a 
diagnosis.  And  why  not,  when  some  of  the  country's  finest  radi- 
ologists were  in  the  same  department,  but  a few  steps  away? 

As  luck  would  have  it,  in  August  1995,  when  Dr.  Cushin 
completed  her  training  at  the  Hospital  (which  also  included  a 
fellowship  in  musculoskeletal  radiology)  and  took  a position 
with  Lawrence  Hospital,  she  did  not  have  to  leave  her 
Presbyterian  colleagues  far  behind. 

Thanks  to  an  innovation  called  telcradiology,  Dr.  Cushin  can 
consult  with  her  former  colleagues  as  if  they  were  in  the  next 
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f office.  All  it  takes  is  a few  clicks  of  a mouse  at  a computer,  and 
dozens  of  radiographic  images  are  sent  buzzing  along  special 
high-capacity  phone  lines  to  a terminal  at  Presbyterian.  At  the 
receiving  end,  a radiologist,  frequently  Ron  Staron,  MD, 
Associate  Professor  of  Clinical  Radiology,  then  calls  up  the 
images  on  a high-resolution  monitor,  and  the  two  doctors  can 
start  discussing  the  case  over  the  phone.  When  the  conversation 
ends,  Dr.  Staron  dictates  into  a tape  recorder  his  notes,  which 
are  immediately  transcribed  and  faxed  back  to  Lawrence. 

“Previously,  getting  a consultation  from  a tertiary  institution 
was  very  cumbersome  and  time-consuming,”  says  Louis  Perez, 
MD,  Director  of  Radiology  at  Lawrence,  which  is  located  in 
Bronxville,  a suburb  just  north  of  New  York  City.  “It  would 
require  making  copies  of  the  films,  sending  them  via  courier  or 
FedEx,  and  waiting  until  they  got  reviewed. 

Now,  we  can  transmit  a single  image  in  sec- 
onds and  a whole  MRI  series  in  a matter  of 
minutes.” 

“The  turnaround  time  is  remarkable,” 
he  adds.  “We’ve  had  cases  where,  after  con- 
sulting with  Presbyterian,  we  had  to  modify 
the  study  or  run  additional  ones.  We  were 
able  to  do  them  right  then,  rather  than  hav- 
ing the  patient  come  for  a second  visit.” 

The  most  important  benefit  of  teleradi- 
ology is  that,  with  expert  consultation,  the 
local  radiologist  has  a better  chance  of  get- 
ting the  diagnosis  right,  or  at  least  “reducing  uncertainty,”  as  Dr. 
Perez  puts  it.  “I  can’t  tell  you  how  valuable  that  is  in  the  day-to- 
day  practice  of  radiology.  Some  in  radiology  have  the  attitude 
that  they  don’t  need  additional  help.  However,  the  philosophy 
of  our  department  is  to  get  it  right  all  the  time,  and  there’s  no 
room  for  big  egos.  We  virtually  practice  in  each  other’s  back 
pockets;  there’s  steady  traffic  of  radiologists  from  one  office  to 
another  all  day  long.  So  it  was  easy  for  us  to  make  the  next  step 
to  work  with  our  colleagues  at  Presbyterian.” 

On  average,  Lawrence  radiologists  use  the  system  about  two 
to  three  times  a week.  Dr.  Cushin,  who  has  logged  the  most  tel- 
eradiology transmissions  from  this  280-bed,  full-service  commu- 
nity hospital,  has  used  these  consultations  to  confirm  that 
growths  were  harmless  cysts  and  not  malignant  tumors,  and  to 
verify  that  patients  didn’t  need  biopsies,  sparing  them  unneces- 
sary surgery. 

As  these  examples  suggest,  the  second  opinions  are  often

World's  Most  Powerful  MRI 
Nears  Completion 

Another  exciting  development  in  Radiology  at 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  the  Hilal/Hatch 
magnetic  resonance  imager,  the  most  powerful 
device  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  This  ultra-high 
field  (5.0  Tesla)  device,  scheduled  for  comple- 
tion in  1996,  will  literally  allow  physicians  to 
watch  the  brain  think. 

Encased  in  a 430-ton  shield  in  the  basement 
of  the  Neurological  Institute,  the  Hilal/Hatch 
MRI  will  be  able  to  define  the  biochemical  con- 
stituents of  human  tissue  better  than  any  other 
existing  MRI  system.  The  new  system  will  also 
enable  radiologists  to  obtain  the  first  real-time 
images  of  brain  function.  The  images  will  have 
four  times  the  resolution  of  those  obtained 
with  conventional  MRIs. 

Clinical  researchers  from  around  Presbyterian 
are  busy  planning  ways  to  use  the  new  MRI, 
which  was  designed  and  pioneered  by  Sadek 
Hilal,  MD,  PhD,  former  Director  of 
Neuroradiology.  It  is  expected  that  the  device 
will  give  physicians  a better  understanding  of 
brain  recovery  from  stroke  or  trauma,  provide 
earlier  and  more  accurate  diagnoses  of  neuro- 
logical diseases  and  psychological  disorders,  and 
lead  to  improved  treatments  of  brain  cancer,  to 
name  just  a few  benefits.

employed  to  corroborate  a diagnosis,  rather  than  to  solve  a rid- 
dle. “A  lot  of  the  time,  it’s  just  hand-holding.  But  that’s  impor- 
tant,” says  Dr.  Cushin.  “It’s  nice  to  have  someone  else  looking 
over  your  shoulder.  And  we  learn  from  these  consultations. 

They  help  us  improve  our  technique,  for  example,  showing  us 
how  to  change  parameters  and  sequences  to  get  better  imaging.” 
Most  of  the  radiographic  studies  that  Lawrence  transmits  are 
magnetic  resonance  images,  but  the  sys- 
tem can  also  transmit  CT  scans. 
Ultrasound  images  will  soon  be  transmis- 
sible. 

As  might  be  expected,  quality  control 
is  a major  concern.  “Test  images  are  sent 
on  a regular  basis,”  reports  Philip 
Alderson,  MD,  Director  of  Radiology  at 
Presbyterian,  who  initiated  the  teleradiol- 
ogy program.  “It’s  important  to  know 
that  we  have  accurate  images.”  The 
responsibility  for  quality  control  belongs 
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Columbia-Presbyterian

to  Peter  Esser,  PhD,  Professor  of  Clinical  Radiology  at 
Columbia-Presbyterian,  who  is  the  technical  expert  behind  the 
system. 

While  Dr.  Alderson  hopes  to  expand  the  system  to  other 
affiliates,  he  recognizes  that  it  will  take  time  to  convince  them 
that  second  opinions  from  Presbyterian  radiologists  are  worth 
the  start-up  investment  in  the  equipment  and  the  ongoing  read- 
ing fees. 

“I  believe  that  every  affiliate  radiology  group  could  enhance 
its  own  marketability  by  advertising  their  connection  with 
Presbyterian  Hospital,”  Dr.  Alderson  believes.  “That’s  some- 
thing that  their  local  competition  cannot  offer.’ 

“We  re  happy  with  teleradiology  and  would  tell  any  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital’s  other  affiliates  to  take  advantage  of  the 
service,"  says  Dr.  Perez.  In  fact,  he  anticipates  even  closer  coop- 
eration between  Lawrence  and  Presbyterian  in  the  near  future. 
“Soon  there  will  be  a way  to  send  all  the  raw  data,  and 
Presbyterian  will  have  the  facility  to  manipulate  the  images  as 
easily  as  we  manipulate  them  here.”  ■

and  Relief

JOHN  Foster’s  SAGA  OF  PAIN  began  as  a teenager  in  the 
early  1950s,  when  he  suffered  a near-fatal  car  accident  that  left 
him  in  a coma,  with  a broken  jaw,  fractured  skull,  broken  ribs, 
and  a temporarily  paralyzed  arm.  Though  Mr.  Foster  recovered, 
he  would  spend  a large  part  of  his  adult  life  wracked  by  pain,  in 
part  because  of  bad  luck  and  in  part  because  of  years  of  frag- 
mented care  at  a series  of  disassociated  hospitals.  His  fortunes 
finally  turned  when  he  found  a team  of  surgeons  and  pain-man- 
agement experts  from  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  its  affiliate- 
to-be,  Holy  Name  Hospital,  in  Teaneck,  N.J. 

The  second  chapter  of  Mr.  Foster’s  pain  saga  began  in  1 974. 
While  renovating  his  patio,  he  lifted  a bag  of  cement,  injuring 
his  back  and  triggering  two  decades  of  intermittent,  excruciating 
pain.  At  a local  hospital,  near  his  home  in  upstate  New  York, 
diagnostic  tests  revealed  several  herniated  discs,  and  an  immedi- 
ate operation  was  recommended. 

The  surgery  proved  to  be  a disaster,  leaving  the  patient  with 
unrelenting  pain  radiating  down  his  leg.  A second  operation 
offered  no  relief.  To  make  matters  worse,  he  suffered  nerve  dam- 
age to  his  bladder.  After  a third  operation  at  another  hospital, 
Mr.  Foster’s  pain  was  finally  alleviated,  but  he  was  left  with  a bad 
limp  and  a balance  problem.  "I  was  a wreck,”  recalls  Mr.  Foster, 
who  had  to  quit  a lucrative  job  as  a construction-machinery  sales- 
man. “I  felt  like  an  old  man  in  the  body  of  a 45-year-old. 

After  yet  one  more  operation,  this  one  for  his  urinary  prob- 
lem, Foster  enjoyed  a decade  free  of  pain.  But  his  bad  luck 
eventually  returned.  In  1 989,  his  unsteady  gait  led  to  a fall  on 
icy  steps,  which  reawakened  his  back  pain,  dislocated  a knee, 
and  re-injured  his  shoulder.  Several  arthroscopic  knee  opera- 
tions failed  to  repair  his  knee,  leading  eventually  to  a total  knee 
replacement  in  1991. 

Mr.  Foster  was  still  in  pain  from  his  various  injuries.  But  his 
luck  would  begin  to  turn  the  following  year,  when  he  was 
referred  to  doctors  at  The  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Finally,  he 
would  receive  coordinated  care,  which  is  important  for  every 
patient,  and  vital  for  someone  like  Mr.  Foster.  First,  his  dam- 
aged shoulder  was  replaced  by  orthopedic  surgeon  Louis 
Bigliani,  MD.  “The  knee  and  shoulder  worked  beautifully,  but 
1 still  had  excruciating  pain  in  my  back  and  leg,”  he  remembers. 

At  Dr.  Bigliani’s  suggestion,  he  visited  Mark  Weidenbaum, 
MD,  an  orthopedic  surgeon  at  Presbyterian,  to  see  what  could 
be  done  about  his  back  pain.  In  collaboration  with  Robert 
Goodman,  MD,  a neurological  surgeon,  Dr.  Weidenbaum  fused 
Mr.  Foster’s  spine  and  implanted  steel  rods  to  stabilize  his  back. 

Not  all  doctors  would  have  recommended  this  course  of 
action.  “There  is  the  feeling  that,  after  a certain  point,  pain  is 
something  that  has  to  be  endured,”  says  Dr.  Goodman. 

“Though  we  wouldn’t  say  to  someone  with  epilepsy,  ‘Learn  to 
live  with  it,’  patients  are  often  expected  to  tolerate  pain.  Some 
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doctors  are  afraid  that  patients  will  become  addicted  to  strong 
medication,  or  feel  that  surgery  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  pain 
is  not  warranted.  The  very  patients  who  need  relief  the  most  are 
often  undertreated  and  sentenced  to  a severely  impaired  life.” 

Fortunately,  Mr.  Foster,  now  60,  didn’t  encounter  this  attitude 
at  Presbyterian.  “For  the  first  time  in  years,  I was  able  to  walk 
well  and  move  around  without  pain.  1 was  amazed,  he  says. 

Unbelievably,  there’s  another  chapter  in  Mr.  Foster’s  pain 
saga.  In  1993,  his  car  was  rammed  from  behind  at  a stoplight. 
“The  next  morning,  it  was  the  same  story  all  over  again,”  says 
the  patient.  “I  could  barely  walk,  and  the  pain  in  my  back  and 
leg  returned  with  a vengeance.” 

Mr.  Foster,  who  lives  in  Saratoga  Springs,  N.Y.,  spent  a week 
in  an  upstate  hospital  on  morphine,  then  was  sent  home  with  a 
prescription  for  pain  killers.  “After  I left  the  hospital,  I was  des- 
perate,” he  says.  “The  medicine  cost  a fortune  and  didn’t  help. 

I even  tried  a few  caudal  blocks  [cortisone  injections  into  the 
tailbone],  but  that  didn’t  help,  either.” 

Again,  Mr.  Foster  contacted  Presbyterian,  and  Dr.  Goodman, 
for  help.  Reluctant  to  subject  his  patient  to  another  major  oper- 
ation, he  recommended  a dorsal  column  (spinal  cord)  stimula- 
tor, an  implantable  device  that  reduces  pain  by  overriding  elec- 
trical impulses  from  damaged  nerves.  Such  devices  are  pre- 
scribed for  patients  who  do  not  respond  to  medication  or  physi- 
cal therapy. 

Dr.  Goodman  regularly  performs  the  implant  operation  at 
Presbyterian,  but  for  the  patient’s  convenience  he  referred  him 
to  Holy  Name  Hospital  (slated  to  join  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  network  in  1996).  Dr.  Goodman  didn’t  think 
twice  about  making  the  referral,  since  he  collaborates  frequently 
with  Gilbert  Fanciullo, 

MD,  Director  of  the 
Pain  Management 
Center  at  Holy  Name 
and  a leading  expert  in 
his  field.  “We  work 
very  well  together,”  Dr. 

Fanciullo  says  of  Dr. 

Goodman.  “It’s  gratify- 
ing to  help  patients 
who  have  run  out  of 
options  to  find  relief.” 

The  dorsal  column  stimulator,  implanted  in  1995  by  Drs. 
Goodman  and  Fanciullo,  made  a great  difference.  “I  take  off 
my  hat  to  these  doctors,”  Mr.  Foster  says,  who  despite  his  tra- 
vails, remains  in  remarkable  humor.  “They  are  truly  in  a league 
by  themselves.  It’s  because  of  them  that  most  of  my  pain  is 
gone,  that  I’m  active,  rather  than  disabled.  They  have  given  my 
life  back  to  me.”  ■

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A Change 
of  Heart 


“I  HATE  SNOW!”  Frank  J ones  has  good  reason  to  utter  these 
words  with  such  vehemence.  Until  recently,  he  worked  for  the 
Highway  Department  of  an  upstate  New  York  municipality, 
where,  during  snowstorms,  he  plowed  and  salted  roadways 
around  the  clock.  In  fact,  this  father  of  three  and  grandfather  of 
three  blames  his  heart  troubles  on  pushing  himself  too  hard  dur- 
ing a recent  blizzard. 

Mr.  Jones  is  no  stranger  to  heart  problems,  though.  Fifteen 
years  ago,  he  underwent  multiple-bypass  surgery.  Since  that 
time,  however,  he  consistently  received  clean  bills  of  health  from 
his  doctor,  until  that  recent  winter  storm  when,  after  an 
extremely  long  shift,  he  experienced  the  onset  of  angina.  He 
immediately  went  to  his  local  hospital,  where  he  subsequently 
suffered  a major  heart  attack.  Because  of  the  gravity  of  his  case, 
his  doctors  transferred  him  to  another  community  hospital,  one 
better  able  to  manage  his  care  — The  Valley  Hospital,  in 
Ridgewood,  N.J. 

In  fact,  his  condition  was  so  critical  that  his  doctors  at  Valley 
decided  to  transfer  him  yet  again,  this  time  to  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  where  doctors  knew  at  once  that  this  case  must  be  seri- 
ous. It  was,  after  all,  a transfer  from  Valley,  whose  cardiology 
program,  in  addition  to  its  emergency,  oncology,  obstetrical,  and 

ambulatory  care  services,  is  recog- 
nized throughout  the  area  for  its 
excellence.  This  reputation  in  car- 
diac care  meant  only  one  thing  to 
the  doctors  at  Presbyterian:  the 
patient’s  life  was  in  immediate 
danger. 

Mehmet  Oz,  MD,  Director  of 
the  Mechanical  Circulatory  Assist 
Program,  examined  Mr.  Jones 
shortly  after  his  arrival  from  Valley. 
According  to  Dr.  Oz,  Mr.  Jones 
had  lost  virtually  all  of  his  heart’s 
pumping  function,  and  his  lungs, 
liver,  and  kidneys  were  all  failing. 
With  just  hours  to  live  and  no 
donor  heart  available,  Mr.  Jones 
was  rushed  into  surgery  where  Dr.

Oz  made  use  of  some  state-of-the-art  technology  that  is  revolu- 
tionizing care  for  patients  with  end-stage  heart  disease:  the  left 
ventricular  assist  device,  or  LVAD  (pronounced  “EL-vad”). 

The  LVAD  is  an  implantable  device  that  augments  the  func- 
tion of  the  left  ventricle,  the  heart’s  most  critical  pumping  cham- 
ber. The  device  consists  of  a pump,  an  electronic  controller,  and 
a power  supply.  The  1 '/2-pound  titanium  pump,  roughly  the  size 
of  a man’s  palm,  is  implanted  in  the  abdomen.  The  surgeon  con- 
nects the  pump  to  the  heart  at  two  points,  so  that  blood  is 
diverted  from  the  left  ventricle  into  the  pump  and  then  pro- 
pelled into  the  aorta.  A cable  connects  the  pump  to  a power 
source,  which  remains  outside  the  patient’s  body.  Two  versions 
of  power  sources  for  the  LVAD  are  currently  in  use. 

Mr.  Jones  received  the  more  widely  used  version,  a pneumati- 
cally powered  system  in  which  the  cable  is  attached  to  VCR- 
sized hardware  on  wheels.  Mr.  Jones  and  the  other  patients  on 
the  pneumatically  powered  LVAD  are  required  to  remain  in  the

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hospital  while  they  await  heart  transplants. 

The  newer  version,  a battery-powered  system  — in  clinical 
use  at  only  ten  centers  throughout  the  country  — is  portable 
and  allows  patients  to  live  at  home  while  awaiting  transplants. 
These  patients  carry  1 '/2-pound  batteries  on  waist  belts  or  in 
underarm  harnesses,  which  are  easily  concealed  under  loose-fit- 
ting clothing.  They  have  few  restrictions  on  their  daily  activities. 
While  they  cannot  swim,  showering  is  permitted,  and  exercise  is 
encouraged.  These  LVAD  patients  are  required  to  stay  within 
two  hours  of  the  hospital,  however,  since  a heart  can  become 
available  for  transplantation  at  any  time. 

Twenty-year-old  Bob  Berkey  is  just  one  of  the  patients  who

are  alive  today  thanks  to  the  battery-powered  LVAD.  Bob  was 
halfway  through  final  exams  at  the  end  of  his  first  year  at 
Clarkson  University  in  upstate  New  York  when  he  became  ill.  A 
diagnosis  of  cardiomyopathy  — a disease  that  thickens  and 
weakens  the  heart  muscle  — precipitated  his  transfer  to

Two  hours  from  death  prior  to  surgery,  Bob  nonetheless  recu- 
perated quickly  and,  within  weeks,  was  able  to  leave  the  hospital. 
Since  then,  he  has  taken  in  Broadway  musicals  and  spent  other 
evenings  on  the  town  with  his  girlfriend  while  awaiting  his 
transplant.  Resuming  the  active  lifestyle  he  enjoyed  before  his 
heart  problem,  he  has  been  playing  tennis  — sometimes  with 
Dr.  Oz  — and  working  out  at  the  gym  regularly.  Moreover,  so  as 
not  to  fall  behind  in  his  studies,  Bob  has  begun  a full-time 
course  load  as  a visiting  student  at  Columbia  University’s  School 
of  Engineering  and  Applied  Science,  living  on  campus  and 
attending  classes  with  his  peers. 

The  Grammy  Award-winning  blues  guitarist  Johnny 
Copeland  is  another  patient  who  has  benefited  from  the  battery- 
powered  LVAD.  He  is  one  of  the  approximately  60,000  people 
each  year  in  the  United  States  who  develop  heart  failure  that  is 
unresponsive  to  medical  therapy.  Few  are  as  fortunate  as  Mr. 
Copeland,  however,  since  many  die  waiting  for  ever-scarce 
donor  hearts.  Since  receiving  his  LVAD,  he  has  continued  to 
play  his  critically  acclaimed  blues  music  in  area  clubs,  including 
songs  from  his  latest  compact  disk,  “Catch  Up  with  the  Blues.” 


It's  hard  to  believe,  but 
Johnny  Copeland,  whose 
blues  renditions  are 
bringing  down  the  house, 
is  waiting  for  a heart 
transplant. 


In  fact,  Mr.  Copeland  has  been 
quite  pleased  with  his  quality  of  life  on 
LVAD.  He  has  not  found  changing  his 
rechargeable  batteries  every  six  to  eight  hours 
a major  inconvenience.  (At  night  he  switches  his 
LVAD  to  a stationary  power  source  so  that  his 
sleep  is  uninterrupted.)  In  fact,  were  it  not  for 
the  restriction  on  travel,  which  prohibits  him 
from  performing  in  Europe,  Mr.  Copeland 
would  consider  skipping  the  transplant  and 
living  for  the  rest  of  his  life  on  LVAD. 

It  is  just  such  reactions  that  make 
Presbyterian  doctors  so  optimistic  about  a 
new  controlled  clinical  trial,  scheduled 
to  begin  in  early  1996.  In  this  trial  a 
new  generation 
used  as  a long-term  therapy 
for  heart  failure,  rather 
than  as  a temporary 
bridge  to 

transplantation.  Shortly  after  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration’s  approval  of  clinical  use  of  the  new  device  on 
December  19,  1995,  its  manufacturer,  Thermo  Cardiosystems, 
Inc.,  announced  that  the  first  LVAD  implantation  in  this  trial 
will  take  place  at  Presbyterian.  This  selection  should  surprise  no 
one  since,  to  date,  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  generated  one 
of  the  largest  experiences  in  the  world  with  these  devices  — more 
than  80  LVAD  implantations  in  men,  women,  and  children  (as 
young  as  13  years  old). 

Surgeon-in-Chief  Eric  Rose,  MD,  who  is  leading  the  trial, 
anticipates  that  heart  transplantation  and  LVAD  implantation 
will  be  complementary  options  for  patients  with  congestive  heart 
failure.  “This  study  should  help  us  understand  which  procedure 
is  appropriate  for  which  patients  and  why,”  he  says. 

Don’t  expect  high  school  student  Kory  Boglarski  to  display 
the  same  level  of  interest  in  this  study  that  he  might  have  a few 
months  ago.  This  16-year-old,  too,  was  implanted  with  a battery- 
powered  LVAD  and  was  planning  to  test-run  the  device  while 
resuming  the  passion  of  his  life  — snowboarding.  Something 
interrupted  his  plan,  however:  a donor  heart  became  available. 

Dr.  Oz  performed  his  transplant  surgery,  which  went  smoothly. 
Kory  woke  up,  but  the  temporary  tube  down  his  throat  — the 
norm  following  such  surgery  — made  him  unable  to  speak. 
Given  a pad  to  write  on,  the  teen  penned  his  first  postoperative 
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July 


question:  “How  long  before  I can  go  snowboarding?”  “Six 
weeks,”  his  nurse  responded. 

Weeks  later,  Kory  reflected  upon  December’s  events.  “My 
prayers  were  answered,”  he  said.  “I  got  a new  heart  and  five  feet 
of  snow.” 

The  former  snowplow  driver  Frank  Jones  has  a different  per- 
spective on  the  winter  weather,  although  his  outlook  is  chang- 
ing. In  fact,  he  is  confident  that  he  will  no  longer  hate  the  New 
York  snowstorms  once  he  receives  his  transplant.  Does  that 
mean  that  he  expects  his  “change  of  heart”  will  bring  about  a 
“change  of  heart”? 

“No,”  he  responds.  “It’s  just  that  my  wife  and  I are  looking 
forward  to  selling  our  house  and  moving  south!” 

Postscript:  Shortly  before  this  publication  went  to  press , Bob  Berkey 
and  Frank  Jones  received  their  new  hearts.  Both  are  already  making 
excellent  progress.  U

Horton Medical  Center  WhOtGVGf’S 

Necessary 


By  THE  TIME  Mary  BASTIANO  was  admitted  to  Horton 
Medical  Center,  in  Middletown,  N.Y.,  her  patient  record  had 
come  to  resemble  a medical  textbook.  In  recent  years,  this  for- 
mer school  teacher,  now  in  her  mid-fifties,  had  undergone  a 
hysterectomy,  a leg  amputation,  a hernia  repair,  radiation  treat- 
ment for  lymphoma,  and  antibiotic  therapy  for  a chronic  groin 
infection. 

But  this  time,  her  symptoms  were  even  more  frightening:  a 
seemingly  unhealable  abdominal  wound,  oozing  undissolved 
stitches  and  intestinal  matter.  The  wound  was  the  legacy  of  a 
failed  hernia  repair,  in  which  surgeons  at  another  hospital  had 
implanted  a Gore-Tex  patch  to  support  the  weakened  tissue. 

But  repeated  abdominal  surgeries  and  the  radiation  treatment 
for  lymphoma  undermined  the  integrity  of  her  abdominal  wall, 
stalling  the  healing  process.  Worse,  the  patch  had  perforated  her 
intestine,  setting  off  a raging  infection. 

Robert  Kulak,  MD,  Horton’s  Chief  of  Surgery,  was  confident 
he  could  repair  the  damage  with  a bowel  resection,  but  he  was 
concerned  about  the  wound  management  and  overall  postopera- 
tive care.  If  serious  complications  arose,  they  might  be  the  last 
entry  in  Ms.  Bastiano’s  medical  record.  To  minimize  risk,  Dr. 
Kulak  decided  to  call  on  his  colleagues  at  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  where  virtually  every  type  of  medical  and  surgical 
expertise  is  immediately  at  hand. 

“He’d  rather  have  more  back-up  if  something  went  wrong, 
recalls  Ms.  Bastiano.  “He  wanted  more  people  who  knew  more 
about  my  condition.” 

At  Dr.  Kulak’s  request,  the  patient  was  transferred  to 
Presbyterian  and  referred  to  Spencer  Amory,  MD.  “Ms. 

Bastiano  needed  a general  surgeon,”  recalls  Dr.  Amory,  who  in 
addition  to  performing  surgery  on  the  main  campus  serves  as 
Director  of  Surgery  at  The  Allen  Pavilion,  Presbyterian’s  com- 
munity hospital  in  northern  Manhattan.  “There  was  also  the 
potential  need  for  a plastic  surgeon  to  repair  the  abdominal  wall. 
And  she  was  possibly  going  to  need  a vascular  surgeon  as  well. 

Before  the  operation,  Dr.  Amory  called  on  Mark  Sultan,  MD, 
a plastic  surgeon,  for  wound-management  advice.  “ l hc  plastic 
surgeons  here  work  arm-in-arm  with  other  surgeons  daily,”  says 
Dr.  Sultan.  “Very  often,  there  are  difficulties  in  wound  healing.

The  concept  of  team  care  might 
frighten  some  patients,  who  imag- 
ine a stream  of  strangers  indifferently  poking  and  prodding 
them.  But  Ms.  Bastiano’s  impression  of  this  approach  was  just 
the  opposite.  “All  kinds  of  people  came  in  and  examined  me,” 
she  remembers  of  her  stay  at  Presbyterian.  “I  was  really 
impressed  with  Dr.  Amory.  He  explained  to  me  and  my  daugh- 
ters everything  that  was  happening  every  step  of  the  way.” 

In  the  end,  the  operation  was  successful,  and  the  patient  had 
a smooth  postoperative  course.  Plastic  surgery,  it  turned  out, 
was  not  necessary.  After  examining  Ms.  Bastiano,  Dr.  Sultan 
decided  the  wound  would  heal  well  without  a skin  graft.  Says 
the  patient,  “I’m  doing  all  right”  — thanks  to  the  teamwork  of 
three  surgeons  and  two  hospitals. 

Cases  like  Ms.  Bastiano’s  confirm  Horton’s  belief  in  the  value 
of  its  affiliation  with  Presbyterian.  “We  chose  to  affiliate  with 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital  because  of  the  clinical  expertise  of  the 
staff,"  says  Norman  L.  Stein,  MD,  Horton's  Medical  Director. 
“Sometimes  it’s  not  the  surgery  our  patient  needs  that  requires 
transfer,  it’s  the  aftercare:  the  nursing,  the  ICU  — whatever’s 
necessary.”  I

INSPIRED  BY  THE  IDEA  that  travel  is  broadening,  Babies  & 
Children’s  Hospital  has  established  a joint  residency  program  at 
Nyack  Hospital  in  Rockland  County.  Soon,  residents  in  pedi- 
atrics will  spend  part  of  their  time  in  training  off  campus,  rotat- 
ing through  Nyack’s  pediatric  unit.  The  idea  behind  this  “travel- 
ing” residency  is  to  expose  young  doctors  to  ailments  they’re 
likely  to  see  in  a primary-care  practice,  particularly  a suburban 
one.  It  promises  to  be  quite  a contrast  to  the  rest  of  their  resi- 
dency experience,  where  the  focus  is  on  subspecialty  care  and 
urban  medicine. 

“We  have  a wonderful  training  program  in  pediatrics,” 
explains  John  Driscoll,  MD,  Director  of  Pediatrics  at  Babies  & 
Children’s,  but  it  has  tended  to  emphasize  unusual  medical  con- 
ditions and  urban  woes.  “Doctors  here  are  accustomed  to  treat- 
ing children  with  exotic  tropical  diseases  and  rare  cancers,  or 
with  common  inner-city  problems,  such  as  AIDS,  asthma,  lead 
poisoning,  tuberculosis,  and  malnutrition.  What  Nyack 
Hospital  offers  is  exposure  to  the  issues  of  kids  raised  outside  the 
city,  who  present  a very  different  set  of  medical  needs.” 

At  Nyack,  residents  will  be  able  to  add  more  ordinary  com- 
plaints to  their  repertoire  of  diagnoses,  including  appendicitis, 
croup,  Lyme  disease,  and  dehydration.  They  will  also  get  a 
much  wider  experience  in  dealing  with  trauma. 

As  Dr.  Driscoll  notes,  “We’ll  take  our  budding  pediatricians 
and  show  them  what  they  might  expect  to  see  in  private  prac- 
tice. More  and  more  doctors  are  choosing  primary  care  as  a 
career.  This  experience  may  also  open  practice  opportunities.

Nyack  Hospital's  Director  of  Pediatrics,  Douglas  Puder,  MD, 
concurs.  “We’re  offering  Babies  & Children’s  residents  the  ability 
to  diagnose  and  treat  ‘Level  II’  patients,  a group  that  encompass- 
es all  but  the  most  critically  ill  or  injured.  It’s  more  like  what 
they’ll  see  in  a regular  practice,”  he  says. 

The  Nyack  experience  promises  to  be  quite  diverse.  With 
2,000  annual  births,  30  pediatric  inpatient  beds,  and  a Level  II 
neonatal  unit,  Nyack  is  itself  a regional  referral  center  for 
Rockland  and  Orange  Counties.  “Our  typical  admissions  are 
for  diabetes,  asthma,  febrile  seizures,  bronchiolitis,  and  pneumo- 
nia,” says  Dr.  Puder. 

In  contrast,  back  at  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital,  the 
emphasis  is  on  children  with  severe  congenital  heart  defects, 
brain  tumors,  or  spinal  deformities,  or  on  extremely  small 
preemies  in  the  neonatal  intensive  care  unit. 

Importantly,  Nyack  also  stands  to  gain  from  its  association 
with  Presbyterian.  Earlier,  this  community  hospital  was  affiliat- 
ed with  a different  residency  program,  which  sent  trainees  from 
three  separate  institutions  for  rotations  through  Nyack.  “Our 
arrangement  with  Presbyterian  is  much  more  cohesive,”  says  Dr. 
Puder.  “Now,  we’ll  have  all  of  our  residents  from  a single  pro- 
gram.” Presbyterian’s  emphasis  on  research 
and  education  was  another  lure  for  Nyack. 
Says  Dr.  Puder,  “We  chose  Presbyterian  for 
its  high  academic  standard.”  ■

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lMDSpital  Teamwork:  The 

Backbone  of  Good  Care  When  HOSPITAL  LEADERS  BEGAN  TOUTING  the  ben- 

efits of  affiliations,  David  Roye,  MD,  needed  no  convincing. 
Back  in  the  mid-1970s,  as  a new  resident  in  orthopedics  at  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  Dr.  Roye’s  first  rotation  was  at  Helen 
Hayes  Hospital,  a regional  hospital  specializing  in  medical 
rehabilitation,  located  in  West  Haverstraw,  N.Y.  The  experi- 
ence helped  to  shape  the  rest  of  his  career,  leading  eventually  to 
his  current  post  as  Chief  of  Pediatric  Orthopedics  at  Babies  & 
Children’s  Hospital.  A faithful  “alumnus,”  he  maintains  close 
ties  to  Helen  Hayes,  demonstrating  time  and  again  how  insti- 
tutions large  and  small  can  work  together  for  the  benefit  of 
patients. 

Consider  the  case  of  Charlie  Cowan,  a nine-year-old  boy 
from  Orange  County,  N.Y.,  who  suffers  from  muscular  dystro- 
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phy.  Charlie  has  a relatively  rare,  congenital  form  of  the  disease. 
Although  it  progresses  more  slowly  than  other  varieties  of  mus- 
cular dystrophy,  it  also  appears  earlier,  posing  specific  problems. 
In  Charlies  case,  his  early  muscular  weakness  led  to  scoliosis, 
which  is  characterized  by  lateral  curvature  of  the  spine.  Because 
Charlie  was  still  growing,  there  were  no  definitive  solutions  to 
his  back  problem,  reports  his  physician  Laura  Forese,  MD, 

Chief  of  Orthopedic  Surgery  at  Helen  Hayes.  In  consultation 
with  Dr.  Roye,  who  is  world-renowned  for  his  expertise  in  the 
repair  of  spinal  deformities,  she  decided  to  manage  Charlie’s  sco- 
liosis nonsurgically  for  as  long  as  possible.  “We  knew  that  even- 
tually Charlie  would  need  surgery,”  she  says. 

In  the  meantime,  Charlie  was  in  capable  hands.  Physicians  at 
Helen  Hayes’  Muscular  Dystrophy  Clinic  managed  his  medical 
needs,  while  Dr.  Forese  managed  his  orthopedic  needs.  She  fit- 
ted him  with  braces,  both  for  his  legs  to  help  him  walk  and  for 
his  spine  to  control  its  curvature.  As  he  got  older,  the  braces 
were  adjusted  to  accommodate  his  growth.  However,  as  predict- 
ed, his  condition  continued  to  degenerate,  and  surgery  became 
necessary. 

Once  again,  Dr.  Forese  called  in  Dr.  Roye,  not  only  for  his 
knowledge  and  skill,  but  also  for  his  ties  to  Babies  & Children’s 
Hospital.  “Muscular  dystrophy  is  quite  individualized;  different 
patients  can  experience  very  different  problems,”  she  explains. 

“In  Charlie’s  case,  in  addition  to  muscular  weakness,  he  has  a 
number  of  lung  function  issues,  which  make  surgery  for  him 
anything  but  routine.”  Thus,  Babies  & Children’s  — whose 
staff  includes  pediatric  anesthesiologists  experienced  in  even  rare 
cases  such  as  Charlie’s  — was  the  obvious  choice. 

Well  acquainted  with  Charlie’s  condition,  Dr.  Roye  already 
had  a surgical  strategy  in  hand.  “If  Charlie  were  older,  I proba- 
bly would  have  recom- 
mended fusing  his 
spine,”  he  explains. 

“But  Charlie  still  has  a 
lot  of  growing  ahead 
of  him,  and  that  pro- 
cedure, if  performed 
now,  would  give  him  a 
very  short  spine  for

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life.”  Instead,  Dr.  Roye  opted  for  a solution  that  would  allow 
Charlie  to  grow  as  normally  as  possible.  The  strategy  was  a deli- 
cate procedure  to  straighten  Charlie’s  spine  without  damaging 
his  spinal  cord,  followed  by  implantation  of  a “growing  rod”  to 
keep  the  backbone  properly  aligned.  “The  term  ‘growing  rod’  is 
somewhat  of  a misnomer,  actually,”  says  Dr.  Roye.  “The  rod 
doesn’t  change  size,  but  it  does  permit  the  patient  to  grow.” 

Charlie’s  surgery  went  well.  After  a short  stay  in  the  pediatric 
intensive  care  unit  at  Babies  & Children’s,  he  started  rehabilita- 
tion, most  of  which  took  place  back  at  Helen  Hayes, 
Presbyterian’s  longest-standing  affiliate. 

“The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  an  excellent  Rehabilitation 
Medicine  Department,”  explains  Dr.  Roye,  “but  for  some 
patients,  rehabilitation  needs  are  better  met  at  Helen  Hayes.  For 
example,  it’s  much  more  convenient  for  Charlie’s  family  to  get  to 
Helen  Hayes  than  to  Columbia-Presbyterian.  Helen  Hayes  also 
offers  features  like  a therapeutic  pool  that  aren’t  available  here.” 

Charlie  will  continue  to  receive  regular  care  at  Helen  Hayes, 
where  Dr.  Forese  will  monitor  his  condition.  Both  she  and  Dr. 
Roye  anticipate  that  Charlie  will  need  additional  orthopedic 
surgery.  “His  growing  rod  is  not  permanent,”  says  Dr.  Roye. 

“It’s  not  strong  enough  to  support  his  spine  for  life.  So  when  he 
is  older,  I’ll  remove  it  and  restraighten  his  spine  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. Then,  I’ll  fuse  the  spine  — no  longer  a problem  since  he 
will  be  more  fully  grown  — and  I’ll  implant  a permanent  rod, 
which  will  supplement  the  fusion.” 

Dr.  Roye  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  patients  like  Charlie 
the  latest  treatment  options,  but  he  is  also  optimistic  that  even 
better  options  can  be  found.  This  attitude  explains  why  his 
commitment  to  pediatric  orthopedics  extends  beyond  clinical 
care  and  into  research.  Not  surprisingly,  his  research,  like  his 
clinical  care,  frequently  draws  upon  his  decades-old  ties  with 
Helen  Hayes. 

In  a recent  project,  Dr.  Roye  collaborated  with  two  Helen 
Hayes  researchers,  Van  Cochran,  MD,  Chief  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Engineering  & Research  Center,  and  Mark  Otter,  PhD,  a bio- 
engineer, to  evaluate  a flexible  artificial  ligament,  made  of 
Dacron  polyester,  for  use  in  spinal  reconstruction.  “Using  rigid 
materials  to  fix  the  spine  in  a set  position  poses  the  kinds  of 
problems  that  young  Charlie  faced,”  explains  Dr.  Roye.  “Not 
only  can  they  leave  a child  with  a trunk  that  is  too  short,  they 


can  also  lead  to  spinal  deformities  that  are  worse  than  the  ones 
the  child  started  with.  So,  in  our  research,  we  are  trying  to 
find  an  artificial  ligament  that  would  permit  a child  to  grow 
normally.” 

At  Helen  Hayes’  Orthopedic  Research  Laboratory,  the  three 
researchers  conducted  stress  tests  in  order  to  determine  whether 
the  Dacron  ligaments  have  better  biomechanical  properties  than 
existing  materials.  The  results  will  not  be  published  until  some- 
time in  1996.  But  Dr.  Roye  will  say  that  the  artificial  ligaments 
did  “restrict  motion  without  being  too  rigid.” 

“Of  course,”  he  adds,  “since  ligaments  are  only  one  part  of  the 
spine,  this  research  is  just  one  piece  in  the  bigger  puzzle  of  find- 
ing better  methods  to  treat  spinal  deformities.  But  we  hope  it 
will  help  lead  to  some  long-term  solutions.”  ■

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As  New  York  State’s  only  cardiac  specialty  hospi- 
tal, St.  Francis  Hospital,  in  Roslyn,  handles  the  second-highest 
volume  of  heart  patients  of  any  hospital  in  the  United  States. 
Such  credentials  make  St.  Francis  a most  unusual  member  with- 
in Columbia-Presbyterian’s  regional  network 
— an  affiliation  that  offers,  among  other 
benefits,  unique  opportunities  for  collabora- 
tive research. 

For  example,  when  Steven  Shea,  MD, 
and  his  co-investigators  in  the  “Biomarker 
Study”  at  Presbyterian  required  more  partic- 
ipants, they  enlisted  the  assistance  of  col- 
leagues at  St.  Francis.  “One  of  the  things 
were  hoping  to  learn  more  about  in  this 
study  is  the  impact  of  several  newly  mapped 
genes  on  the  development  of  heart  disease,  " 
explains  one  of  the  investigators,  Henry 
Ginsberg,  MD,  who  is  Director  of  the 
Irving  Center  for  Clinical  Research  at 
Presbyterian.  “Naturally,  when  we  needed 
to  recruit  patients  with  a history  of  coronary 
disease,  we  went  to  the  affiliate  that  would 
no  doubt  have  a wealth  of  candidates. 

Dr.  Ginsberg  felt  especially  comfortable 
contacting  Yadon  Arad,  MD,  Director  of 
Preventive  Cardiology  at  St.  Francis,  since 
he  had  served  as  Dr.  Arad’s  mentor  during 
his  fellowship  at  Presbyterian.  “We  have  a 
history  of  working  very  well  together,"  con- 
firms Dr.  Arad. 

With  St.  Francis’  help,  Dr.  Ginsberg 
expects  to  recruit  a total  of  400  families, 
some  with  a parent  who  has  a history  of 
heart  disease,  others  with  no  such  history 
(the  control  group).  The  focus  will  be  on 
the  children  and  young  adults  (ages  four 
through  20),  who  will  be  examined  to  deter- 
mine the  role  of  various  factors  in  the  devel- 
opment of  heart  disease.  These  include 
lifestyle  factors  (exercise,  diet,  and  smoking) 
and  genetic  factors  (genes  that  may  be  relat- 
ed to  heart  disease). 

In  addition,  these  youngsters  will  receive 
a high-fat  milk  shake  and  then  be  tested  to 
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determine  how  quickly  they  metabolize  fat.  “11  the  fat  stays  in 
their  system  a long  time,  they  may  be  more  likely  to  encounter 
coronary  problems  in  the  future,”  hypothesizes  Lars  Berglund, 
MD,  PhD,  a Presbyterian  researcher  involved  in  the  study. 

Although  the  results  will  not  be  known  for  years,  the  test  sub- 
jects will  benefit  immediately,  having  learned  more  information 
about  diet  and  exercise  and  about  their  particular  health  risks. 

Collaborative  research  involving  the  two  institutions  is  by  no 
means  a one-way  street.  In  a trial  being  conducted  at  St.  Francis, 
Dr.  Arad  has  called  upon  Dr.  Ginsberg  for  some  technological 
assistance.  In  this  study,  the  researchers  are  looking  at  the  con- 
nection between  levels  of  fat  in  the  blood  and  the  dangerous 
buildup  of  calcium  in  the  arteries.  First,  they  will  screen  approx- 
imately 3,000  people  at  St.  Francis,  using  an  ultra-fast  CT  scan 
to  identify  coronary  calcification.  Then,  blood  from  these 
patients  will  be  analyzed  at  Presbyterian  to  identify  and  measure 
different  kinds  of  lipids  (fats  or  fat-like  substances,  such  as  cho- 
lesterol), as  well  as  to  quantify  the  proteins  that  are  carried  in  fat

particles.  This  blood  analysis  requires  highly  sensitive  laboratory 
technology  that  is  not  universally  available. 

At  St.  Francis,  nearly  one-third  of  the  test  subjects  will  be 
involved  in  a second  part  of  the  study,  which  will  measure  the 
effects  of  a combined  therapy  — antioxidant  supplements,  such 
as  vitamin  C and  beta-carotene,  plus  a new  cholesterol-control- 
ling drug  — on  the  prevention  of  cardiac  events. 

Although  new  treatments  have  traditionally  originated  in  uni- 
versity hospitals  and  then  spread  to  community  hospitals,  this 
pattern  is  not  set  in  stone.  Sometimes,  the  best  way  to  a goal  is 
along  a two-way  street.  ■

“For  some  types  of  cancer,  even  the  best  options  have 

offered  little  hope.  National  statistics  show  that  patients  with 
pancreatic  cancer,  for  example,  have  less  than  a five  percent 
chance  of  survival,”  says  Presbyterian’s  Chief  of  Medical 

Oncology,  Karen  Antman,  MD.  This  grim  reality 
is  compounded  by  expectations  that  cancer  will 
supplant  heart  disease  as  the  number  one  killer  in 
the  United  States  by  the  year  2005. 

Small  wonder  that  The  Presbyterian  Hospital 
has  placed  great  emphasis  on  addressing  this 
urgent  national  health  issue.  The  Herbert  Irving 
Cancer  Center  — the  new  comprehensive,  multi- 
specialty, diagnostic  and  treatment  outpatient  facil- 
ity — is  but  one  important  sign  of  this  commit- 
ment. Equally  strategic  in  the  battle  against  can- 
cer, however,  is  the  burgeoning  affiliation  network, 
whose  coordinated  team  approach  and  broad 
patient  base  may  be  the  keys  to  combating  this 
health  scourge. 

Joining  that  network  this  year  was  New  Milford 
Hospital.  The  staff  of  this  Litchfield  County,  Conn., 
facility  are  enormously  enthusiastic  about  their  abili- 
ty to  offer  residents  of  New  Milford  and  the  sur- 
rounding area  a level  of  care  not  commonly  available 
in  a community  hospital.  They  have  even  renamed 
their  cancer-care  facilities  to  reflect  their  commit- 
ment: “The  Columbia-Presbyterian  Affiliated 
Oncology  Center  at  New  Milford  Hospital.” 

One  of  the  options  that  have  become  available 
to  these  Connecticut  residents  is  bone  marrow 
transplantation.  Through  Presbyterian’s  bone  marrow  program, 
whose  annual  growth  rate  of  30  percent  makes  it  one  of  the 
Hospital’s  most  rapidly  expanding  treatment  plans,  these  patients 
will  receive  pre-  and  post-transplant  care  at  New  Milford  and 
travel  to  Presbyterian  for  the  transplant  procedure.  Another  pro- 
gram available  to  patients  is  Presbyterian’s  state-of-the-art  cancer 
genetics  program,  which  provides  confidential  counseling  as  well 
as  gene  therapy  for  common  cancers  of  the  brain,  breast,  and 
ovaries. 

The  affiliation  also  offers  New  Milford  patients  immediate 
access  to  the  treatments  as  they  become  available.  “Oncology  is  a 
discipline  in  which  we  are  always  on  the  cutting  edge,  always 
exploring  something  new,”  says  Linda  DeMarco,  MD,  FACP,  at 
New  Milford.  “It  is  exciting  to  be  able  to  offer  our  patients  inno- 
vative and  better  therapies  — especially  for  the  kinds  of  cancer 
we  most  frequently  see  in  our  community:  breast,  lung,  prostate, 
and  colon.”

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In  addition,  patients 
will  have  the  opportunity 
to  participate  in  clinical 
trials  at  their  local 
hospital.  “Here  at 
Presbyterian,  while  we 
can’t  treat  every  cancer 
patient,  we  can  certainly  provide  studies  of  new  innovative  treat- 
ments,” says  Dr.  Amman.  “Right  now,  we  can  offer  our  col- 
leagues at  New  Milford  a variety  of  such  studies.” 

Broadening  the  scope  of  cancer  research  through  a greater 
patient  base  has  numerous  benefits.  In  addition  to  patients’ 
gaining  access  to  treatment  options  that  would  otherwise  be 
unavailable,  the  larger  database  offers  researchers  greater  oppor- 
tunities to  determine  the  efficacies  of  different  treatments. 
Moreover,  since  Presbyterian  and  New  Milford  patients  come 
from  different  geographic  areas,  and  frequently  from  different 
ethnic  backgrounds  and  lifestyles,  researchers  can  better  ascertain 

whether  such  factors  play  a role 
in  the  incidence  of  a given  can- 
cer or  in  its  treatment. 

There  will  also  be  important 
educational  benefits  made  possi- 
ble by  the  affiliation.  “You  don’t 
manage  a cancer  patient  by 
yourself,”  Dr.  Amman  says. 
“Chemotherapy.  Surgery. 
Radiotherapy.  Pathology.  It’s 
critical  that  these  disciplines 
work  together.  That  is  one  of 
the  goals  of  tumor  boards.” 
Whether  they  take  place  at 
Presbyterian  or  New  Milford, 
these  boards  — learning  experi- 
ences in  which  previous  and  cur- 
rent cancer  cases  are  reviewed  — will  now  benefit  from  the  par- 
ticipation of  oncologists  from  both  institutions. 

Other  beneficiaries  of  educational  opportunities  include  New 
Milford’s  nurses,  who  have  already  started  receiving  training  at 
Presbyterian  for  the  administration  of  chemotherapy. 

Even  with  all  of  these  joint  programs  under  way,  still  others 
are  on  the  horizon.  For  example,  New  Milford  is  currently 
exploring  the  possibilities  of  creating  a radiation  oncology  center, 
which  would  be  staffed  by  radiation  oncologists  from 
Presbyterian.  Although  there  are  regulatory  obstacles,  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  a center  may  prove  to  be  another  important 
part  of  the  long-term  cancer  answer.  ■

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ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORT 


To  paraphrase  many  an 
American  President,  the 
state  of  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  is  sound. 

Despite  multi-million 
dollar  budget  deficits  in 
years  past  (more  than  $50 
million  as  recently  as  1992), 
the  Hospital  managed  to  cut 
its  1995  operating  losses  to 
less  than  $2  million. 

Remarkably,  this  was 
achieved  in  the  face  of  unan- 
ticipated cuts  in  state  and 
federal  funding  for  health 
care  totaling  $16  million. 

Credit  goes  to  better 
management  and  to 
increased  clinical  activity. 

Salaries,  wages,  and  benefits  rose  slightly  last  year, 
as  expected,  but  virtually  all  other  expenses  were 
held  constant,  and  bad  debts  were  reduced.  On  the 
other  side  of  the  ledger,  the  numbers  were  encour- 
aging, with  total  revenues  up  about  1 percent. 
Clearly,  Presbyterian’s  metamorphosis  from  a stand- 
alone tertiary-care  facility  into  a regional  integrated 
network  is  already  beginning  to  pay  dividends. 

On  the  inpatient  side,  total  discharges  held 
steady  and  overall  occupancy  remained  high  (at 
almost  86  percent)  — healthy  signs  in  an  outpa- 
tient-centric health-care  industry.  While  the  case 
mix  index  went  up,  the  average  length-of-stay  went 
down  (from  7.76  to  7.08),  a noteworthy  accom- 
plishment. In  other  words,  the  average  patient  was 
more  critically  ill  but  was  discharged  in  less  time, 
compared  to  the  previous  year.  The  reduction  in 
length-of-stay  is  particularly  important  in  keeping 
hospital  costs  in  check  and  attracting  managed-care 
contracts. 

Total  outpatient  visits  grew  substantially  during 
the  year,  up  6 percent  to  just  over  981 ,000.  Last 


year  witnessed  increases  in 
visits  to  doctors’  private 
offices  (9  percent)  and  in 
ambulatory  procedures 
(1 1 percent).  In  contrast, 
emergency  room  visits 
dropped  20  percent, 
reflecting  continued  suc- 
cess in  appropriately 
diverting  patients  to  the 
Hospital’s  ambulatory  care 
centers  and  to  the  new 
UrgiCare  Center. 

While  these  figures  are 
encouraging,  there  are 
major  concerns  ahead, 
including  further  cuts  in 
Medicare  and  Medicaid 
funding  at  both  the  state  and 
national  level.  Governor  Pataki  has  proposed 
sweeping  changes  in  the  way  New  York  State 
finances  health  care,  changes  that  would  promote 
competition,  reduce  excessive  regulation,  and  slash 
funding  for  graduate  medical  education,  capital  con- 
struction, and  care  of  the  uninsured.  These  cuts 
could  cost  Presbyterian  tens  of  millions  of  dollars. 

The  accelerating  trend  toward  managed  care  and 
a market-based  health-care  economy  is  another 
threat  to  Presbyterian  and  other  teaching  hospitals. 
Competition  for  patients  is  certain  to  weed  out  the 
unhealthiest  institutions  and  to  precipitate  mergers 
and  consolidations  throughout  the  tri-state  area. 

“Our  challenge  is  to  emerge  as  a cost-competi- 
tive provider  while  maintaining  our  full  commit- 
ment to  the  academic  enterprise,”  says  William  T. 
Speck,  MD,  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer 
ofThe  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

As  described  in  the  frontispiece  of  this  report, 
the  Hospital  has  anticipated  these  changes  on  a 
number  of  fronts  and  is  well  on  its  way  toward 
achieving  this  goal.

DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS  at  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  experienced  a banner  year  in  1995,  with 
cash  gifts  totaling  more  than  $27  million  — an 
increase  of  approximately  70  percent  over  1994. 
According  to  Richard  Kearns,  Senior  Vice  President 
and  Chief  Development  Officer,  much  of  the  credit 
for  this  increase  should  go  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert 
Irving,  who  have  pledged  $12  million  to  fund  the 
creation  of  a new  cancer  facility  — the  Herbert 
Irving  Cancer  Center.  “Gifts  of  this  nature  have  the 
added  benefit  of  motivating  and  raising  the  sights  of 
other  potential  donors,”  says  Mr.  Kearns. 

The  Capital  Campaign  continues  to  be  the  focal 
point  for  much  of  Development’s  activity.  With  the 
1995  year-end  total  reaching  $116  million,  expecta- 
tions have  been  raised  even  further;  the  campaign 
goal  has  been  boosted  from  $150  million  to  $200 
million,  and  the  period  of  solicitation  extended 
through  the  year  2000. 

As  a part  of  Presbyterian’s  revitalized  annual 
appeal,  friends  of  the  Hospital  are  being  encouraged 
to  join  the  James  Lenox  Society,  a select  group  of 
contributors  who  make  annual,  unrestricted  gifts  of 
$ 1 ,000  or  more.  These  revitalization  efforts  have 
been  well  received,  with  Society  members  benefiting 
from  exclusive  invitations  to  special  events,  at  which 
insights  into  the  Hospital’s  latest  initiatives  are 
shared. 

The  annual  Gala  lived  up  to  its  tradition  as  a 
major  fundraising  event,  thanks  this  year  to  a won- 
derful performance  by  the  legendary  Aretha  Franklin 
and  the  volunteer  efforts  of  Gala  co-chairs  Ellen 
Levine  and  Elisabeth  Tretter.  More  than  $1.7  mil- 
lion was  raised. 

But  the  close  of  1995  does  not  mean  the  end  of 
good  news.  In  addition  to  securing  the  Beach  Boys 
to  perform  at  the  1996  Gala,  the  Hospital  has  been 
notified  of  several  substantial  estate  gifts  that  are 
forthcoming.
